Practice should not consist of “try- 
ing to make the piece go better,” but 
in trying to make oneself see it bet- 
ter—understand it better, musically 
and technically. This implies a 
constant process of analysis during 
practico—musical analysis and tech- 
nieal analyste. This means that we 
must really listen both outwardly and 
irfardly. Nothing is more fatal mu- 
sically than omitting te do this 

To try to draw without looking st 
the paper is no worse than to try to 
play without careful aural attention. 
This is where “ear training’ comes in. 
But ear training should always mean 
training the mind to analyze the pitch 
and time so ag to understand musi 
better, and should never be conduct- 
ed without that immeHate purposes in| 
view. There can be no real practice | 
or real lesson without insistence al! 
the time on such ear training. All 
this implies the closest pcssible atten- 
tion during the practice hour, Such 
close attention in conjunction with a 
keen imagination is the distinguishing 
feature between the work of the tal- 
ented and the untalicnted person. 
One can thersfore raise ones status 
musically simply by insisting upon 
| close attention to what one is doing, 
and more !mportant still, to what one 
should be doing musically and tech- 
| nically. 

Such persistent use of the judgment 
and imagination is not only required 
from the pupil, but also from _ the 
teacher. As ivachers vus powers must 
be applied analytically in a two-fold 
direction. First, wo murt analyze the 
music we wisn to teach, Jts structure 
and its fecling; secondly, we must 
analyze the pupil's doings, comparing 
them with this ideal we have formed 
so that we can diagnose exactly where 
the pupil fails and why he fails 
Such analysis comes under four head- 
ings: (a) we must analyze what the 
pupil is actually doing; '(b) we must 
analyze the faults thereby perceived; 
(c) we must analyze why the pupil is 
making these faults, and (d) we mus’ 
analyze the pupil's attitude of mind 
so that we may know how to treat

BATTLE WITH JACK JOHNSON 


Former Heavyweight Chashpion Has

idled about in the ring too long 
since his defeat by Jack Johnson at

Some scribes still have a lot to say 
«bout the former champion and Geo. 
R. Underwood, of Boston, thinks that 
Tommy was about the gamest chicken 
that ever crawled through the ropes. 
Here is a little of what he writes on 
Burns? 

Tourmy dallied too long in the ring 
after passing the crest, and latter 
day reverses Gulled the edge of his 
ring yeputation. 

But the stocky French Canadian— 
Tommy's right name is Noah Brusso, 
and he was born on <he Canadian side 
of the border—was a creat fighter and 
an real champion.

| Report of Dominion Geologist in 1887 Gives Interesting Description of Rock Formations and 


General Geological Structure 


R. G. MeConnell, ot 
Canadian geological department

Oil at Windy Point. 
™A lobstick marked the posi 
tion of the springs of which we 
were in search. The springs are 
situated a couple of hundred 
yards from the shore, at the base 


of a limestone cliff which runs 
inland from the lake, and are} 
three in number, each of them} 
being surrounded with a small 
basin, three to four feet in diame- | 
ter, filled with inspissated bitu-| 


men, while the soil and moss for| 
some distance away is impreg-| 
nated with the same material. A 


small quantity of piteh is annwal-| 
ly taken from these springs, and | 
used for boat building purposes, 
while a much larger supply could 
be obtained if needed. 

The rock through which the) 
petroleum ascends here is a heav- 
ily bedded, greyish, rather coarse- 
ly erystallme cavernous dolomite, 
and is entirely unlike the bitu- 
menous beds south of the lake and | 
down the Mackenzie, which in, 
most cases consist of caleareons. 
shales. The dolomite is every-| 
where permeated with bitumen- 
ous matter, which collects in the 
numerous cavities, and oozing up 
through the cracks, often forms 
small pools in the surface of the 
rock. 

Sulphur at Windy Point. 


‘A saiphur spring, resembling 
those at Sulphur point on the 
south shore of the lake, but much 
more copious, issues from the foot 
of the cliff in close proximity to 
the bitumenous springs, and feeds 
a considerable stream. 


Geological Structure, 
“The age of the bitumenous} 
beds here eould not be clearly as 
rtained, as they are ertirely un- 
fossiliferous, but it is altogether 
likely that they are older than the 
Devonian shales and limestones 
which outerop along the southern 
shore, and are more nearly relkat- 
ed to the dolomites whieh under- 
lie the fossiliferous Devonian beds 
at the Nahanni Butte and at other 
places. The presenee of bitumen 
n such abundance here also sug- 
gests an anticlinal which would 
bring up lower beds.

Mr. McConnell gives the follow- 
ing synopsis of his impressions re- 
garding the presence of petroleum 
in the Mackenzie valley: 


Summary of Oil Conditions, 

‘“‘The Devonian rocks through- 
out the Mackenzie valley are near- 
ly everywhere more or less petro- 


iferous, and over large areas af.-| 
ford promising indfeations of the} 


presence of oil in workable quan- 


tities. The rocks in several places, 
around the western arm of Great | 
Slave lake, are highly charged 


with bitumenous matter, amd on 
the north shore tar exudes from 


the surface and forms springs and | 


pools at several points. The tar 
from these springs is used by fur 


traders and others in the country | 
for pitching boats and canoes, and | 
they report ‘that a pool when ex-| 


hausted quickly renews itself. 

In deseending the Mackenzie 
bitumenous limestone was noticed 
at the ‘‘Rock by the River Side’’| 
(Wrigley post) at Bear Rock) 
(Norman), at the Ramparts and| 


at numerous other places. Near 


Fort Good Hope (below the Ram- 
parts) several tar springs exist, | 
and it is from these thai the Hud- 
son’s Bay Company now obtain 
their principal supply of pitch. 
The springs are situated at some 
distance from the river and were) 
not examined, Still further down, 
in the vicinity of old Fort Good 
Hope, the river is bordered for 
several miles by evenly bedded, 
dark shales of Devonian age, 
which are completely saturated 
with oil. The shales here have 


“been reddened in many places by 


the burning of the oil which they 
contain.’’ 

The possible oil country along 
the Mackenzie valley is thus seen 
to be almost coextensive 
the valley itself.
